New York Gazette have received by the brig Argo, 
New Orleans papers to the 3lst ult. The Loui- 
siana Advertiser of the 27th states, that the river 
had fallen six inches in three days. 

The Steam boat Nashville arrived at New Or- 
leans on the 26th ult. from Nashville. On the 
23d, 115 miles above Natchez, a fire was discover- 
ed on the roof made for the accommodation of deck 
passengers, which was with great difficulty extin- 
guished, with the loss of about 200 bales of cotton 
and part of the upper deck. 
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In the Colombian brig of war-E. Vxencepor, 
Captain Thomas B. Brotherton, arrived here from 
La Guayra, via St. Barts and St. Thomas, came 
passenger Commopore Danis ts of the Colombian 
Navy. On the llth June the Vencedor captured 
a Spanish felucca from Cadiz for Porto Rico, which 
was manned and ordered for La Guayra. The Co 
lombian Corvette Bolivar, Captain Christie, and 
schooner Rayo, arrived at La Guayra on the 23d of 
May from Curracoa. - 











The sloop Theo. Armistead, at Alexandria, has 
been libelled, and the captain committed to jail for 
injury done to the Steam boat Potomac by running 
foul of her, a few days since, in the river Potomac.

FROM JAMAICA.—Jamaica papers to the 
21st ult. contain reports of the trials of the captain 
of the piratical schooner Zaragozana, and nineteen 
of her crew, all of whom were found guilty, and on 
the 19th the prisoners were put to the Bar, and se-| 
verailv received the sentence of death.

~ Latest foreign Intelligence. 


Eight days later from England.—The packet 
ship Canada, has arrived at New York in 41 days 
from Liverpool, and brings London papers to the 
17th of May inclusive. 

FRANCE AND SPAIN.—The intelligence by 
this arrival is important, and, if it turns out correct, 
highly favorable to the cause of Spain. The gal- 
lant Mina, whose name is dear to every Spantard, 
taking advantage of the stvpor, into which the French 
generals seem to have fallen, is stated to have suc 
ceeded, by one of those bold movements tor which 
he has been so often celebrated, in placing his army 
in the rear of the French, by which he is said to 
have involved them in such difficulties that nothing 
remains for them but to retrace their steps. Ad- 
vices from Paris say, that the Duke of Angouleme 
had become quite disheartened at having been join- 
ed by so few Spaniards; and that he had been una- 
ble to organize a respectable, or even any force at 
all, of natives. 

Rumors of negociation between the French and 
Spanish authorities, which had been positively con- 
tradicted by the London Courier, were received at 
Paris at the latest dates, and gave rise to various 
speculations in the yournals; one asserting, and the 
other denying the fact. 

RUSSIA AND AUSTRIA.—A private letter 
from Frankfort on the Oder, dated April 25, states, 
that the Emperor Alexander was actually assem- 
bling an army of observation on the frontier of Po- 
land, to consist of 120,000 men. This circumstance, 
which had been formerly mentioned, and shortly 
afterwards contradicted, appears to rest on good 
foundation ; for we find Mr. Canning, in the Housé 
of Commons, in reply to a question put to him by 
Mr. Brougham, stating, that “ there was a Russian 
army on the Vistula, bnt whether large or small he 
could not say ” 

GREAT BRITAIN.—Whether the movements 
of Russia, or the part which the Portuguese have 
taken on the side of Spain, will induce the British 
Ministry to abandon the system of neutrality, seems 
to be a matter still for speculation, though an opinion 
prevails that Great Britain will not remain passive 
i: the event of Russia and Ausiria’s taking an ac-
